£eicutifio Investiggtions Made Under Bureau
of Animal Industry.

"REATISE BY GOVERNMENT EXPERTS

Prepared Espeokbally for Meat Inspecs
tors, bat Contninse Moch of
Value for the Pro-
ducer as Well,

WASHINGTON, Feb. S—An important
treatiae entitleéd the “laspeetion of Moats

for Animal Parusites,” has Just bDeen lssued
by the Agrieultural department. It wan
prepared by Dr. ©. Wardell Stiles, zoologist,
under the direction of Dr. B, Salmoh, chilef
of the Bureau of antmal (ndustry.  The
report Is Intended primarily for the use of

tha meat Inspectora of the bureau and s
not for general distribution, as only a
lHimited edition bas beca lssoed.  In his

letter of transmittal to Secretary Wilson, Dr,
Salmon says the report will be found of
general interest to all sanltarians. The
publication of the report, he says. will serve
o useful purpose in disseminating knowledge
of the precastions that are  required  to
erftdicate certaln of the most  Important
parasites affecting domesticatod acimals In
this coumtry—parasites which dare 4 menace
to the publie health,

Dir. Stlles, after mentioning the fact that
the report Is intended for ment inspectors,
aiys It contalne discusslons of the varlous
Mukes and tapeworgae which the inspectors
aro Hkely to meet with on the killing floors
of the abbattoirs, The more lmportant
parasites for the American Inapectors are;
The common Hver Huke and the large Amer|-
can  fuke, which are serious dangers to
Hive stock; heef measles, pork measles amd
hydatids. all of which hear a relatlon to
dlgease In wan.  He calle speclal attention
to the hydatid dlscase, which at prosent s

comparatively rare In this country, amd
now ha saye is the time to atiack 1t Hy
proper precautions at the abbatiolrs and

Lhe slavghtior houses thig dangerous purasite
cau be tothlly eradicated from the country.
